Discussions regarding 
only procedural malters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which interview recordation is otherwise provided for in Section 812.01 of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the. interview recordation procedures

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in 4he right hand pprtipn of the file, and listed on the -Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview; (he dupjicate-copy of Ihe For rtr& removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence ff<^1he>xaminer t i3 , notfljkefy before an alloy/ance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication. s

If the record is 
complete and accurate, the exammershould place the indication Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and
